THE LOSS OF THE OHINESE COR. 
VETTE “ WANG HAI.”

The Mercury gives the following parti 
of this disaster — 


The Wang Hai, a Foochow built corvette, was 
one of the vensels ordered to accompany HB. 
the Viceroy of the Min-ohe on his racent tour of 
inspeotion to Formosa, the Visoroy himsolf, it 
will be rermembered, taking: pasvage in the Chi. 
nese transport Ateifoo. "Tho tast, named vessel 
and the Wang Hai left Amoy for the Pescadores 
on the 15th uit. ‘There werd soveral high mau- 
daring on board tho Chinese’ corvotte, -besidoa 
spocie, amounting toT'ls, 75,000, . Shortly after 
leaving Amoy foggy woathor was aotting in, ‘80 
Captain Petarsen, of the Meefoo, signalled to the 
coumander of tho Wang Hui to anchor, This 
was done. About an hour afterwargds two mer- 
chant stoamers woro soon passing tho Afco- 
foo; the Vieoroy, on noticing the ships, gave’ 
orders to heave up anchor and to provaed to 
the -Pescadores. . Bath veasals then rasumet 
their voyage. During the night the fog be- 
came thicker;rthe Meefoo bad to slow down, 
and on tho following morning, when it cleared 
up, those on board the transport could see no- 
thing of the corvette, The Meefoo arrived in 
Makung -Harbour.(-Paroadores) about: 8.0.1. on 
the 16th,- Ou account of the non-arrival of the 
Ree xi, the Viceroy bad to remain on board

voard the wreck, to report upon its condition. 
He returned, bringing the‘newg that there was 
bat vory little water in tho ship. The crow wore 
then ordered’ to raturn to their vessel, which 
they did. Abont10-nm. another attempt was 
le to tow off the corvatte, but to no avail. By 
noon the Meefoo left the North Rock, and 
ateamed back to Makung, to await furthor 
orders. The Viceroy gave Capt. Petersen 
full powers to act according to his best 
judgment in the. matter, promising $3,000 
to the crew of his ship, in casathey were 
successful in towing off the Waug Hat. The 
Meef.o arrived the same evening atthe wreok;
